Boats .are Carrying Wheat at Phenomen- 
ally Low Rates. 


Fort William, April 26—A rate of 
one cent a bushel from Fort William 
to Buftalo for grain!  [mprobable 
though it may sound, several charters 
were closed yesterday at this figure by 
American vessels.

HIS WIFE ALSO TAKEN ILL 


They had Eaten Canned Salmon 
Supper and Ptomaine Poisoning 


Resulted.

A serious case of ptomaine poison- 
ing occurred jn the ‘city last evening, 
when the family of Dr. Albert Crux, 
420 Sutherland street, were all pros- 
trated by eating a can af salmon. 
The doctor himself suffered the most, 
although his wife was also pretty bad- 
ly poisoned. Fortunately the baby 
escaped, due to the care exercised by 
Dr. Crux after he found that he and 
his wife had been poisoned. 

“It was a clear case of ptomaine 
poisoning,” said the doctor to a Cap- 
itad reporter this morning when asked 
wbout the matter. “Both my wife 
and myself were very ill for several 
thours last night. We had salmon for 
supper, and noticed nothing wrong 
with it when we avere eating it, but 
it was not very long afterwards Jbe- 
fore we knew that we had been pois- 
oned. 1 called in Dr. Allen, and the 
agreed avith me that the trouble was 
ptomaine poisoning, and as the sal- 
mon ‘was the only canned food that 
we had for supper, it must have been 
it.” 

“The -brand of the salmon has been 
noted and the matter reported to the 
Mounted Volice and to the city medi- 
cal health officer. Owing to the fact 
that Dr. Crux’s family thad two cans 
of the same brand several days be- 
fore without any serious results, it ds 
pot known whether just the one can 
happened to ibe bad or if a number 
of them are affected. Both the police 
and the health officer will keep a re- 
cord, ‘however, and if any more cases 
are reported of ptomaine poisoning re- 
sulting from eating this particular 
brand of salmon, it is likely that pro- 
secutions will be instituted.

GUARANTEE C.N.R. BONDS 


Ottawa, April-26.—Hon. Geo. P. 
Graham has given notice of a re- 
solution providing for the govern- 
ment guarantee of the boiids of 
the Canadian Northern Alberta 
Railway Company for the construc- 
tion of a line from Edmonton west 
to the coal areas near the Brazeau 
river and the headwaters of the Mc-' 
Leod river, a distance of 150 miles, 
The guarantee is:to be to the ex- 
tent of $13,000 per mile for the 
first fifty miles and’ $50,000 per mile 
for the balance of the distance, 
with interest at the rate of 314 per 
cent. per annum, payable half year- 
ly.. The usual conditions with re- 
gard to the security are imposed. 
The guarantee replaces a previous 
guarantee of bonds to the Edmon- 
ton, Yukon and ‘Pacific. 


PETTY SPITE 
IS CHARGED 


Contractors Make Complaint Against 
. Building Inspector McKinnon. 


HE ONLY ENFORCED BY-LAW 


Trouble has Arisen out of Prosecutions 
Brought Against Contractors for Breaches 
of Building By-Law. 


Charging that J. D. Mackinnon, the 
building inspector, is carrying on a 
system of petty spite and persecution 
against the builders and contractors of 
the city in the prosecations that he 
is instituting against ‘them, J. D. Blay- 
ney, 412 Namayo ayenue, manager of 
the Home Building. Company, has 
written to the city’ council, asking 
that immediate steps be taken to put 
a stop to the trouble. 

The letter, which reached the Com- 
missioner's office this morning, is as 
follows: 

“T believe it is the intention of the 
council of the city of Edmonton that 
every official in the employ of the 
city shall discharge the duties of his 
office impartially and without discrim- 
ination against any person or persons 
with whom he may have dealings. 

“All me to draw, your attention to 
the fact that ithis principle is disre- 
garded ‘and is being flagrantly viol- 
ated by the building inspector, and a 
system of petty spite and persecution 
‘carried on against contractors and 
builders who do not see eye to eye 
‘with him and who venture to stand up 
occasionally for their rights, 

“In stwbstantiation of the above 
charge I refer you to the recent ‘ac- 
tion of the building inspector in  re- 
gard to the use of the street at Me- 
Dougall Church, and as the conditions 
remain practically the same, I ask that 
wt committee be apponted to at once 
go over the ground and make a per- 
sonal investigation of the facts in the 
case, 

“DT oshall be present at the council 
meeting on Tuesday evening and if 
desirable, «will make a brief statement 
of the trouble arising out of this in- 
cident.” 

The trouble has apparently arisen 
out of ithe recent decision of Judge 
Taylor, ‘in the district court, quash- 
ing a conviction of Magistrate Cow- 
an. Blayney was the contractor in 
this case, and although the conviction 
was quashed, the judgment pointed out 
that it was not the magistrate or the 
building inspector that was at fault, 
but the bylaw. Inspector Mackinnon 
has lately had Blayney summoned to 
the police court two or three times, 
charging him with breaches of the 
building bylaw. The McDougal Church 
tase referred to in the letter was one 
of these. 

‘When seen by The Capital this af- 
ternoon, Mr. ‘Mackinnon had very lit- 
tle to say on the question. 

“Tthave been doing my duty,” said 
he “When a builder or contractor 
does not follow the bylaw, it is my 
duty to summon him. If the bylaw is 
not just, I do not see how I can be 
blamed for that.” 

iMr. Mackinnon also pointed out 
that) it must be “petty spite” that 
actuated Blayney in writing the let- 
ter, for upon every. occasion that the 
building inspector has summoned 
Blayney to the police court, — the 
magistrate has found the latter guilty 
of a breack of the byalw.

Mr. Potter's Plan is to Bring all 
Railways in Together. 


G.T.P. OFFICIALS FAVORABLE 


Mr. Dalrymple, General Freight and 
Traffic Agent, Promises to Take the 
Matter up With Company.

“LT have not the shghtest doubt but 
that within two years time with an 
expenditure of no more than $300,000, 
all the railways entering Edmonton 
could be placed in the northern part 
of the city.” 

Such was ‘the statement made to a 
Capital reporter today by Mr. aA. E. 
Potter, of the firm of Potter & Marsh- 
all, who is the father of the idea of 
getting all the railway yards to lo- 
cate north of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany’s reserve. F 

The idea itself is not a new one to 
the citizens iof Edmonton, for Mr. 
Potter has been discussing it for near- 
Iy a year and a half past. But until 
the present it has only been an idea. 
Now it is something more. Mr. Pot- 
ter has worked his idea out, he has 
had plans prepared and has estimated 
the cost of the project, until now 
the idea has taken definite form and 
looks extremely practicable. Yester- 
day 'Mr. Potter presented the com- 
missioners with a plan of the city 
showing the proposed location of the 
railway yards, the union station and 
his scheme for the handling of freight, 
Suffice it to say that in a general way, 
the commissioners are inclined to en- 
dorse his idea, 

Railway Interested. 

But the greatest step that Mr. Pot- 
ter has taken in advancing bis scheme 
was when he interviewed ‘Mz. Dalrym- 
ple, genenal freight and traffic agent of 
the G.T.P., who aas in the city yes- 
fterday And Mr. Dalrymple gave his 
hearty endorsation to the general idea 
of the plan. ‘The GJE.P. official went 
further. He told Mr. Potter that he 
would lay the plans before the com- 
pany that he represents, and he 
thought that they would fall in line 
with ‘the jdea. 

The ‘general idea of the 
schenie is to do away with the cut- 
ting up of the city by having three or 


The New Moderator was Sent to Prince four different lines of railway enter- 


ing the city from various points and 
running down to the centre of the city, 
it is proposed that the city buy en- 
ough land north of the Hudson’s Bay 
Reserve and south of the G.'T.P. yards 
to furnish ample yards for the Cana- 
dian Northern and the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railways. The C.P. 
R. yards, instead of being between 
Tenth and Fourteenth streets, as is 
now intended, would be moved a cou- 
ple of blocks further west. A strip of 
land, that between First and Namayo, 
would be acquired by the city and 
would be given as a right of way from 
the main dines to the proposed union 
station, which would be situated some- 
where in ‘the neighborhood of Isabella 
and Clarke streets. By this means on- 
ly two subways would be needed, one 
at the Boulevard and the other where 
Fraser avenue joins Tirst strect. 


Terminal Company. 


From the yards in the north, all the 
Edmonton freight would ‘be handled’ 
by a local Terminal Switching Com- 
pany, which would have eight tracks 
situated where the C.N.R. station yard 
‘is at present. According to Mr. Pot- 
ter’s idea, the freight cars would be 
brought down to these central freight 
sheds over tracks running down lanes, 
and drawn by electric motors. tAll the 
switching would be dofle ‘by night, 
and there would) be no smoke = or 
noise, and no traffic would be inter- 
fered with. Mr. Dalrymple also ap- 
proved of this idea, and in fact pointed 
several details where “Mr. Potter's 
ideas could be improved upon. Mr.

of Investigation. 


PREVALENCE OF HYPNOTISM 


E. S. Cartis Believes That Indians, Per- 
haps Without Knowing it, Were 
Hypnotists. 

Seattle, April 26—The Indians of 
the North West coast region furnish 
the most fascinating subject of all the 
North American tribes in the opinion 
of Edward S. Curtis, who is now pre- 
paring to picture them by photograph 
and pen in the ninth volume of his 
comprehensive work, The North 
American Indian. Despite the wealth 
of material Mr. Curtis expects great 
difficulty in getting it. 

“Old Indians with a knowledge of 
tribal mythology are hard to tind on 

said Mr. Curtis

and vices is not only wiping them out, 
but also changing them and disin- 
tegrating the tribal relations. 

“It is very difficult to get informa- 
tion on the word construction of their 
languages.. They either do not know 
or have forgotten the old language 
forms under the corrupting influences 
of the whrte man. 

Mr. Pierpont is preparing his work 
under the patronage of J. Pierpont 
Morgan. He has followed a systematic 
plan and the Indians of the north- 
west are to have a separate place in 
it For a large part of the volume 
of this work, material for which is 
now practically complete, Mr. Curtis 
began on the Columbia river at Pasco 
and worked down to the mouth of 
the big. river. He has just returned 
from that scene preparatory to tak- 
ing up the work along the west coast. 

“T intend to make one more trip 
back,” he said, “and check up the In- 
dian place-names. The work along 
the Columbia has been especially in- 
teresting as that was the route of the 
early explorers. Considerable con- 
fusion has existed heretofore in the 
names of the old Indian villages as 
well as the name: of the tribes. 

“From the mouth of the Columbia 
1 will work up along the coast to 
Cape Flattery. | intend to make 
some special researches at Quinauli, 
From Cape Flattery I will work on 
down=to Seattle. Then I will take 
a deep water launch’ and) make che 
entire circuit of Vancouver dsland. 
The work along the west coast and 
Vancouver island will comprise vol- 
ume nine of theseries.” ; 
5 Prevalence of Hypnotism. 

All the Northwest Indians, accord- 
ing to Mr. Curtis, especially those 
along. the exhibit one 
striking characteristic in their re- 
ligious ceremonials, namely, the prev- 
alence of hypnotism.
